To His Excellency John M. Stone, Governor of the State of Mis- 
sissippi : 

In pursuance to the requirements of law, we herewith sub- 
'mit the report of the Mississippi Railroad Commission for 
the two years ending June 30, 1895. In our last report we 
included the assessment of railroads, etc., for the year 1893, 
hence this report will embrace the assessment for the years 
1894 and 1895, although the assessment for 1895 was not 
concluded till after June 30, 1895. We also embrace in this 
report some other matters of importance occurring since June 
30, 1895. In order to avoid making the report too volum- 
inous, we give & detailed statement of assessment for the 
year 1895, and a general statement only for the year 1894. 
The assessment of railroads is one of the most important 
duties devolved on the Commission, and requires a great 
deal of care and judgment in arriving at correct values. 
There are many things that are to be considered in estimat- 
ing the value of railroads, such as the condition of the rails, 
the length of time the ties have been in use, the condition 
of the road-bed, the earning capacity of the road, etc. The 
Commission has in every instance endeavored to arrive as 
nearly as possible at a fair and reasonable assessment. As 
to the supervision proper, the Commission has pursued the 
policy of affording just protection to the citizen without op- 
pressing the company. 

In the matter of freight tariffs, the Commission has made 
many reductions, and has given special care and attention in 
the matter of securing cheap transportation for Mississippi 
raised produce, such as corn in the ear, live stock, hay, wood, 

etc. We have constantly kept in-mind the comfort and con- 
. venience of the traveling publio, and have made great im- 
provements in the depots and waiting 100ms and in keeping 
the same provided with good fires in winter. We find from 
our inspections that on most of the lines in the State there 
has been substantial improvements in the road-bed and 
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track. In many places wooden trestles have been removed, 
and brick culverts or iron piping substituted. It is now the 
custom 6f dll railroads to build bridges of iron, which add. 
much to the safety of passengers. 


SAFETY APPLIANCES. 


We are pleased to note that the increased use of air-brakes. 
and automatic couplers on both freight and passenger trains, 
has greatly reduced the danger,to employees and passengers. 
This subject should receive careful attention by those whose- 
duty it is to make the laws, and those charged with its ad. 
ministration. There is need of co-operation between the 
State and National Commissions upon this subject. 


DEPOT BUILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Commission, since its organization, has caused the 
erection of new depot buildings, and made additional wait- 
ing rooms at old depots, in number amounting to about 225. 
Below we give a statement cf new depots and additional 
waiting rooms, and repairs ordered since our last report, in 
number about 40, as follows:

PASSENGER TABRIFFS.' 


Passenger tariff is now three cents per mile, and the min- 
imum charge for a short haul is ten cents. 


. PASSENGER TRAIN CONNECTION. 


We have, in several instances, so changed the schedules 
-of passenger trains as to greatly facilitate travel. 


FREIGHT TARIFFS. 


We have continued our policy of reducing, from time to 
time, the tariffs of charges for freight, to the ‘lowest rate 
possible without injustice to the railroads. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


The Commission has adopted the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association clasification for all roads, allowing to 
each road such exceptions thereto as the circumstances of 
each case justify. 

. INSPECTION. 


We make annually a tour of inspection of each railroad 
in the State, either in a body or separately, as opportunity 
permits, and after each inspection make a report in writing, 
which is filed and recorded in the minutes of the Commis- 
sion. Wealso frequently make visits of inspection to various 
counties and hear complaints, and make reports in writing 
to the Commission, and after citation to the railroad com- 
pany, make such order in the case as is right and proper. 


ASSESSMENTS. 


By reference to the assessment tables given in this report, 
it will be seen that the railroads pay a large sum annually 
to the State in taxes. In addition to the ad valorem taxes 
paid by the railroads, the privilege tax paid amounts to the 
sum of $37,244.36. We also assess Telegraph, Express and 
Sleeping Car Companies doing business in the State. 


REVISION OF TELEGRAPH AND EXPRESS TARIFFS. 


We have continued to adopt such tariff of charges for 
Express and Telegraph Companies as would be alike fair to 
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the public and the companies. The rate now for a ten word 
telegraph message between any two points on the same line 
in this State is twenty-five cents, and two cents for each ad- 
ditional word; and when the message is handled by two 
companies, the rate is thirty-five cents for a ten word mes- 
sage. 

TELEPHONE COMPANIES. 


We have not assessed the Telephone Companies, the 
Attorney-General having rendered an opinion, in which he- 
holds that such companies are not subject to assessment by 
the Commission. 


ACOIDENTS. 


We append a table showing the number of accidents oc- 
eurring during the years ending June 30, 1894, and June 30, 
1895. The railroads have generally manifested & willing- 
ness to comply with all orders of the Commission, but the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley Railroad refused to obey an 
order of the Commission for the removal of the freight depot 
at Harriston, and an order fixing time schedule on the Nat- 
chez branch, and suits have been ordered by the Commis- 
sion in both these cases.  - 

The Western Union Telegraph Company refused to obey 
an order of the Commission requiring the company to reopen 
& telegraph office at Fayette, and the Commission entered 
suit against the company, which is now pending in the circuit. 
court of Jefferson county. The Commission has in many 
cases required the railroads to provide agents at places. 
where the road did not heretofore have an agent. 


TELEGRAPH OFFICES. 


We have in several instances ordered telegraph companies: 
to open offices where it was thought thé volume of business. 
would justify the ordér. 


1 RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 


Since our last report there has been constructed in the- 
State about twenty-five miles of new railroad. The Moss 
Point and Pascagoula railroad has built about seven miles, 
and the Natchez, Columbia and Mobile Railroad has built 
about twelve miles, and the Y. & M. V. R. R. has extended 
the Tallahatchie branch of that road about six miles. The 
Gult & Ship Island Railroad has been recently reorganized, 
and in all probability the road will be pushed to early com- 
pletion. 
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TRAIN, WREOKING. 


We call your attention to the numerous attempts that have 
been made to wreck trains on the different roads in the State 
within the past few years, and earnestly recommend that the 
laws on this subject be amended, and the penalties made so 
severe, that no one will in the future be so bold as to make 
such an attempt. 

Complaint having been made that the track of the Bayou 
Sara branch of the Y. & M. V. R. R. was in an usafe condi- 
tion, the Commission required the rails then in use on that 
part of the line, to be taken up and replaced with heavier 
and better rails, which was done.

_1. Railroad Companies are required to keep their recep- 
tion rooms comfortable and open to passengers awaiting 
transportation at reasonable times. And under authority 
conferred by law; the Railroad Commission has promulgat- 
ed the following rules in reference thereto: 

(a) At railroad stations where separate passenger waiting 
rooms are provided for the races, it is made the duty of De- 
pot Agents, Station Masters, and all employes of the Company 
to exclude from each room set apart for one race all persons 
of another; and it shall be the duty of the Railroad Com- 
panies by printed or painted sign at or on the door of each 
waiting room (where tnere is more than one) to properly 
designate the same. ` s 

(b) No disorderly conduct shall be tolerated in passenger 
waiting rooms, nor loafers and vagabonds allowed, and all 
peace officers, and especially municipal officers, are urged to 


¢o-operate with the railroad station agent in suppressing dis- - 


orderly conduct by their'prompt arrest of guilty parties. 


Station agents are by law conservators of the peace with. . 


power to arrest and deliver to the custody of the most con- 
. venient and proper officer, all persons guiliy of disorderly 
conduct, or loafers or vagabonds frequenting waiting rooms 
when not there as passengérs. And all such persons are 
subject to fine and imprisonment. l : 

(oi All passenger waiting rooms shall be open. during the 
day at least one hour before and one half hour after the 
arrival of trains. authorized to carry passengers. 


(d) At telegraph stations where there is a night operator, * 


` the passenger waiting rooms shall be opened for passengers

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arriving or departing at any time during the night, and 
shall be provided with lights, and in winter when occupied 
by passengers, with comfortable fires. . 

Lei At all stations, other than telegraph stations having 
night operators, where passenger trains artive or depart 
during the night, the’ waiting rooms shall be opened, pro- 
vided with lights, and in the winter with fires, at least one 
hour before the arrival of each passenger train, scheduled 
to stop at such station, and’ remain open at least one-half 
hour after the departure of same, if occupied by passengers.. 

2. Itis the duty of Agents and Telegraph Operators to 
keep posted bulletin-boards, showing time of arrival and de- 
parture of trains carrying passengers, designating whether 
trains are “on time" or “late,” how much so; and for fail- . 
ure to do so, the agent or operator is liable to a fine of $50,- 
It is the duty of Railroad Companies to see that this require- 
ment is carried out, and they are also liable to a fine for any 
failure thereof. ' : . 

8. It is by law made the duty of Railroad Companies to 
furnish a sufficient number of passenger cars to comfortably 
accommodate and seat passengers, and for any failure so to 
do, the Railroad Commission is empowered to entertain 
petitions (in writing) of persons desiring to complain.’ 

4. Conductors of trains are by law conservators of the 
peace with power to arrest passengers guilty of disorderly 
conduct or using obscene er vulgar language or playing 
cards or other game of chance for money or other thing of 
value, on his train, and to eject such passengers and deliver 
them to the most convenient officer. And any passenger so 
guilty is liable to fine and imprisonment. 

5. It is not lawful for a Railroad Companiy to abolish any 
depot, when once established, or fail to keep up thé same and 
regularly stop trains thereat, without the consent of the Rail- 
road Commission. ~ - e 

6. The Railroad Commission is empowered to entertain 
complaints by petition, of any- insecure bridge, trestle, tun- 
nel or road-bed, and to inspect same and make recommenda- 
tions relative thereto. vi 

7. Any person tearing down, defacing or mutilating any 
tariff, classification, circular, or rules and regulations posted 
by Railroad Companies, or established by the Railroad Com- 
FERME is subject to a fine of $50.00 or imprisonment for 80 

ays. i l 
8. One copy of this circular must be kept posted in each 
passenger waiting room in this State. i 

9. This circular supersedes circulars Numbers 35, 50, 54, 

59 and 68. :

In addition to the regulations established by the Railroad 
Commission, the special attention oí the General Managers, 
Superintendents and employes of railroad companies is 
called to the following section of the Annotated Code of 
Mississppi of 1892, to-wit: 


SECTION 4313, HOW ROOMS TO BE KEPT OPEN, ETC. 


Every railroad shall keep rooms open for the reception 
of passengers at all stations at least one hour before the ar- 
rival and one-half hour after the departure of passenger 
trains; and all reception rooms shall be made comfortable 
and shall be kept in glennly and decent condition and prop- 
erly heated when necessary. and properly lighted at night. 
The agent, or person in charge, shall preserve order, and if 
necessary eject'any person whose conduct is boisterous or 
offensive. AQ s 

Every failure to comply with this statute subjects the rail- 
road company to à penalty..of $500, for which suit will be 


brought by the Railroad Commission in each case reported ` ` 


when the violation is willful. 
This circular shall be posted congpiculously in every 
passenger waiting room in the State,

CHAPTER 112, ANNOTATED Comp or Statute LAws^or Mis- 
SISSIPPI, 1892, 


NOT TO RUN AT A RATE OVER SIX MILES AN HOUR IN -CITIES, 
ETO.; DAMAGES FOR. 


Sxorrow 3546. Any railroad company, having the right 


of way, may run locomotives and cars, by steam, through ` 


-cities, towns and villages, at the rate of six miles an hour, 
and no more; and if, in passing through any city, town or 
village, a locomotive or car shoald be run at a greater rate 
-of speed, the company shall pay one hundred dollars, to be 
recovered by suit, in the name of the city, town or village, 
‘and for its use; and the company shall be liable for any 
damages or injury, which may be sustained by anyone, from 
:such locomotive or cars, whilst they are running at a greater 
speed than six miles an hour through any city, town or vil- 
lage. 

The legislature can rightfully regulate the speed of trains in passing 
"through cities, towns and villages; and the exercise of such power does 
not violate charter rights. Mobile R. R. Co, v. State, 51 Miss., 137. 

Under the section, a railroad company is liable for stock killed by its 
locomotives running in a town at a greater speed than six miles an hour, 
although the engine be checked when the animal is seen, and strike it 
when running at a less rate. New Orleans R. R. Co. v. Toulme, go Miss, 
248. ES 

If a locomotive be running through a city at a rate less than six miles an 
“hour when animals jump into a trestle arid render a collision inevitable, the 
“speed may be increased, notwithstanding the law, in order to strike with 
such momentum as to knock them off and avoid throwing the train from the 
‘bridge. Chicago R. R, Co. v, Jones, 59 Miss., 465. 

But it is no defense, of itself, that at the moment of collision the train 
"was running less than six miles an hour, Illinois R, R. Co v, Jordan, 63 
-Miss., 455. 

This section does not embrace employes among those to whom a right of 
«action is given. Dowell v, Vicksburg R. R. Co., 61 Miss., 519.. 

The section does not deprive the railroad company of showing contribu- 
story negligence on plaintiffs part as a defence; and an instruction in the 
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language of the statute is mísleading which omits the idea of contributory 
negligence. Vicksburg R; R. Co. v, McGowan, 62 Miss., 682; Mobile R. 
R, Co. v. Stroud, 64 Miss , 784. 


The sections refer to incorporated cities, towns and villages only; eyi- 
dence that the accident occurred in an ‘uninhabited part of the town is in- 
admissible. Illinois R. R. Co. v. Jordan, 63 Miss., 458. 


“Scaring á mare," which the engine or train does not strike, is not within 
the section; the injury must be inflicted by “running” of the train. Illi- 
nois R. R. Co. v. Weathersby, 63 Miss., 581.

BELL AND WHISTLE ; WHEN TO GIVE ALARM, ETC, 


8547. Every railroad company shall cause each locomo- 
tive engine, run by it, to be provided with a bell, of at least 
thirty pounds weight, or a steam whistle which can be heard 
distinetly. at a distinee of three hundred yards and shall 
eause the bell to be rung, or the whistle to be blown, at the 
distance of at least three hundred yards from the place 
where the railroad crosses over any highway or street, and 
the bell shall be kept ringing, or the whistle shall be kept 
blowing, until the engine has stopped or crosses the high- 
"way or street. s 


RUNNING, FLYING, WALKING OR KICKING SWITOH. 
3548. It shall not be lawful for any railroad company or 
other person, to switch a railroad car in the manner com- 
monly known as a "flying," “running,” “walking,” or “kick- 


ing" switch, within the limits of a municipality ; and in case . 


of injury resulting to any person or property from switch- 
ing in violation ofthis section, the railroad company shall 
‘be liable in damages, without regard to mere contributory 
negligence of the party injured. 


BAOKING INTO OR ALONG A PASSENGER DEPOT. 


3549. It shall be unlawful to back a train of cars, or part 
of atrain, or an engine into or along a passenger depot at a 


greater rate of speed than three miles an hour; and every : - 


_such train, part of train, or engine backing into or along a 
" passenger depot, and within fifty feet thereof, shall for at 
least three hundred feet before it reaches, or comes opposite 
to such depot, be preceded by a servant of the railroad 
company, on foot, not exceeding forty nor under twenty feet 
in advance, to give warning; for every injury inflicted by a 
railroad company while violating this section, the party in- 


jured may recover full damages, without regard to mere ` 


contributory negligence.

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TO STOP ALL PASSENGER TRAINS AT COUNTY SEATS. - 


3550. Every railroad shall cause each and all of its pas- 
senger trains to stop for passengers at all county seats at 
which it has 4 depot, at the discretion of the Railroad Com- 
mission. z S 


NOT. TO OBSTRUCT HIGHWAYS. 


3541. Every railroad company upon stopping any train 
at a place where such railroad shall cross a highway, shall 
so uncouple its cars as not to obstruct travel upon such high- 
way for a longer period than five minutes ; and jt shall, upon 
stopping a train at a place where the railroad is crossed, by 
a street, so uncouple the cars as not to obstruct travel there- 
on for a longer period than shall be prescribed by ordinance 
of the city, town or village. A failure to observe this and 
the four last preceding sections shall cause a railroad com- 
pany to be liable to a fine of fifty dollars for each offence. 


“LOOK OUT FOR THE LOCOMOTIVE.” 


3552, Every railroad company shall cause a board to be 
erected and kept up, upon a post or frame sufficiently high, 
at every place where the railroad may cross a highway, with 
this inscription : “Look out for the locomotive," or this, ‘‘rail- 
road crossing.” And on failure to observe this such com- 
pany shall be liable to a fine of fifty dollars for each failure, 
and such offence shall be cognizable before any justice of 
the peace of the county. A failure to ereet' the board, as 
directed, shall be deemed to have occurred once every day. 
the company may continue so to fail or neglect.to have the 
same set up after two days notice to any agent or section 
master, and the company shall be liable to any party injured 
by such failure or neglect, for all damages that he may have 
sustained thereby. ` l 

The word **highway" as used in the section, means a public road in the ` 


country, not a street in a city, town or village. Mobile R. Ri Co., vs. 
State, 51 Miss., 137. 2 


WARNING STRINGS, 


3553. At each point where a railroad track passes under a 
brige or other overhanging object, the railroad company 
shall erect or cause to be placed, at a distance of not less 
than one;hundred feet, nor more than two hundred and 
fifty feet, from the bridge or other overhanging object, 
and on both sides thereof, the contrivance usually called 
* warning strings;" to be constructed by stretching a wire 
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or rope &CTOSS the track at least- fonr feet higher than 


the lowest projection of the bridge or other overhanging.. 


object, and suspended therefrom, over the track and for two 
feet on either side thereof loose strings or ropes to extend 
down at least one foot- lower than the lowest projection of 
the bridge or other overhanging object, and to be not more 
than three inches apart, so as to warn brakemen and others 
on top of the cars if they be in danger from -the bridge or 
other overhanging object. For a failure to comply with 
this section, a railroad company shall be liable -for any 
injury or death caused by the bridge or other overhanging 
object, notwithstanding the contributory negligencé of the 
person injured or killed, and shall also be hable to a pen- 
alty of one, hundred dollars per month for each bridge or 
other overhanging object, not so provided, tó be recovered 


by the county at the suitof any person. who will sue for 
the same. . , g 


ENCLOSURES AROUND DEPOTS. 


8554. A railroad company may erect an enclosure around - 


a depot where the public safety requires it, to prevent per- 
sons other than travelers from coming near the locomotive 
and cars, and may exclude from within such enclosure all 
persons except passengers. 


HIGHWAY CROSSINGS AND BRIDGES. 


3555. Where a railroad is constructed, so as to cross a 
highway, and it be necessary to raise or lower the highway, 
it shall be the duty of the railroad company to make proper 
and easy grades in the highway, so that the railroad may be 
conveniently crossed, and to keep such crossing in good 
order; and it shall be the duty of the company to erect and 
keep in order all bridges on any highway, at such 
points as bridges may be necessary to cross the railroad. 
and any company which shall fail to comply with these pro- 
visions, shall forfeit the sum‘ of one hundred dollars, to be 


recovered by an action in the name of the county in which : 


the crossing or bridge is situated. 
LIABILITY FOR NEGLIGENCE, MISMANAGEMENT, ETO.; FREIGHT 
TRAIN PASSENGERS. 


3557. Every railroad company shall be liable for all dam. | 


ages which may be sustained by any person, in consequence 
of the neglect or mismanagement of any of its agents, engi- 
neers, or clerks, or for the mismanagement of its engines; 
but for injury to any passenger upon a freight train not 
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being intended for both passengers and freight, the com- 
pany shall not be liable except for the gross negligence or 
carelessness of ris servants. . u . 

A party can recover for damages to-stock by a rajlroad only when it. 
results from ** mismanagement” or “neglect” of the company’s agents or 
servants. New Orleans R. R; Co v. Enochs, 42 Miss., 603; Raiford v. 
Mississippi R, R. Co., 43 Miss, 233 ;- Memphis RR Co. v. Blakeney, 43

8559. .Every employe of a railroad corporation shall have 
the same rights and remedies for an injury suffered by him 


from the act or omission of the corporation or iis employes, ` 


as are allowed by law to other persons not employes, where

or officer, or of a person having the right to control or di- 
rect the services of the party injured, and also when the 
injury results from the negligence of a fellow-servant en-

8562. Every railroad carrying passengers in this State 
shall provide equal but separate accommodations for the 
white and colored races, by providing two or more passen- 
ger cars for each passenger train, only dividing the passen- 
ger cars by a partition to secure separate accommodations ; 
and the conductor of such passenger train shall have power 
. and is required to-assign: each passenger to the car, or the 


compartment of a car, used for the race to which such pas- - 
senger belongs, and should-any passenger refuse to occupy : 


the car to, which he or she'is assigned by the conductor, the 


conductor shall have power to refuse to carry such passen- . 


ger on the train, and for such refusal neither he nor the 
railroad company shall be liable. for'damages in any court.

The section, so far as it applies to passengers travelling wholly within 
the State, is constitutional and does not violate section 8, article 1, of the 


United States constitution, conferring on Congress the power to regulate . 
commerce between the States. Louisville-R, R. Co. v. State, 66 Miss., 662, . 
This decision was affirmed, by the Supreme Court of the United States, 


Louisville R. R, Co. v. Mississippi, 133 U. S:, 587. 
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. DISORDERLY CONDUCT ON TRAIN. 


3563. If any passenger be guilty of disorderly conduct, 
or a breach of the peace, or use any obscene, profane or 
vulgar language, or play any game of cards, or -other 
-game of chance, for money or other thing of value, or sell, 
or offer for sale, a lottery ticket, upon any passenger train, 
the conductor of the train may stop it at the place where 
the offense is committed, or^at the next stopping place of 
the train, and eject such passenger from the train, using only 
such force as may be necessary to accomplish the removal, 
and the conductor may command the assistance of the em- 
ployees of the company and the passengers on the train to 
assist in the removal; and the conductor may cause any per- 


son violating the law to be detained and delivered to the 


proper authorities. 

The conductor, in acting as authorized by the statute, or claiming so to 
do, is the servant of the company, King v. Illinois R, R. Co., MS., Octo- 
ber, 1891. 


BRIGHTS OF SHIPPERS OF LIVE STOCK. 


3564. A person who has chartered a car for the purpose 
of transporting live stock, shall have the right to ship'in the 
same car, at his own risk, different kinds of live stock. 


HOW PURCHASERS OF, UNDER EXECUTION OR FORECLOSURE SALES, 
TO ORGANIZE.—(LAWS 1892, P. 47.) 


3565. When any railroad shall be sold under execution, or 
under a deed of trust, or a decree of a court enforcing a mort- 
gage or other lien, the purchasers thereof and their assigns 
and successors shall be entitled to and be invested with all

It shall be the duty of every railroad company to 
receive any trunk or baggage, which the regulations of the 
company allow to be transported, with every passenger, 
from any person, immediately upon his exhibiting a ticket 
over the road of the company, and immediately upon re- 
ceiving the trunk, or baggage, to issue to the owner & check 
for the same; and upon the arrival of the train at the station 
to which any trunk or.baggage is checked, to put it off at a 
reasonably convenient place, to be provided for the deposit 
of baggage; and it is the duty of the railroad company to 
safely keep the trunk or baggage at the station until the 
ówner thereof, or his agent, shall demand the same. 


DOUBLE DAMAGE FOR INJURY OR LOSS OF BAGGAGE. 


3569. If a railroad company carelessly or wilfully injure, 
or allow to be injured, or lost, any trunk or baggage, either 
by improper handling, or otherwise, it shall be liable to the 
owner, in a sum of not less than double the amount of the 
actual damage.

Ninth—To Secure Mortgage Bonds: To mortgage 
or convey in trust, from time fo time, any or all of its prop-

The railroad commission is continued, con- 
sisting of three members, one from each supreme court dis- 
trict, to be elected at the general elections, every four years, 
by ballot at large and in same manner as other state officers ; 
the present incumbents are to hold office until the qualifica- 
tion of their successors to be elected at the general election 
in 1895. The railroad commissioners shall each possess the 
qualifications prescribed for the secretary of state; but shall 
not operate, own any stock in, or be in the employment of 
any railroad or common carrier. l

.. COMMISSIONERS NOT TO ACCEPT FAVORS ; PENALTY. 


4274. Any railroad commissioner who shall, directly -or

All notices given or required to be given to, or’ 
served upon, a railroad or.other common carrier of passen- 
gers, freight or intelligence, shall be sufficiently served’ and 
executed upon any railroad or other carrier when deposited 
in the postoffice, postage paid, addressed to the railroad or 
other common carrier, or to ehief or other. officer ofthe rail- 
road, or other carrier, at its principal place of business. in 
this State, if any there be, and if notso deposited. and ad- . 
dressed in the care of an officer, agent or employe of the 
railroad or other carrier, at an office or place of business in 
this State of the railroad or other carrier, or it may be served .

by an officer, and due return thereof made, as if it were the 
process of a court. In all cases where notice is given or 
required to be given, and where the time of notice is not 
specified, five days notice shall be sufficient. SE

FINDINGS IN WRITING; PROOF OF; EFFEOT OF. 


4284. All findings of the commission and the determina- 
‘tion ot every matter by it shall bein writing and proof 
‘thereof shall be made by a copy of the same, duly certified 
by:the secretary under the seal of the commission; and 
whenéver any matter has been determined by the commis- 
sion in the course of any proceeding before it, the fact of 
such determination, duly certified, shall be received in all 
courts and by every officer in civil cases, as prima facie evi- 
‘dence that such determination was right and proper; and 
the record of the’ proceedings of the commission shall be 
‘deemed a public record, and shall, at all seasonable times, 
be subject to the inspection of the public. 


PROCESS FOR WITNESSES ; PENALTY FON FAILURE TO TESTIFY, ETC. 


4285. In any matter or inquiry pending before the com- 


mision, or any member thereof, subpoenas for witnesses, ` 


‘and supponas duces tecum,. may be issued by the secretary, 
under seal, or by any member without the seal, and shall be 
-executed and returned br ang sheriff, constable or marshal, 
under the like penalties of law for failure to execute and 
return the process of the circuit court; and if any. person 
duly summoned to appear and testify before the commission, 
or before any one or more of the commissioners, shall fail 
or refuse to appear and testify, or to bring and produce, -as 
commanded, any book, paper, or document, without a law- 
ful excuse, or shall refuse to answer any proper question 
propounded to him: by the commission or any of the com- 
missioners ;. or if any person shall obstruct the commission, 
or one-or more of the commissioners in the discharge of 
duty, or shall conduct himself in a rude, disrespectful or 
‘disorderly manner before the commiision deliberating in the 
discharge of duty, such witness or person shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than fifty dollars nor more than onè thousand dollars. 


APPLICATIONS TO THE COURTS FOR AID. 


4286. The commission may apply to the circuit or chan. 
-cery court, by proper proceeding, tor aid in the enforcement 
of obedience to its process, and to compel compliance with 
the law and its lawful orders, decisions and determinations i 
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and said courts shall have jurisdiction to grant aid and - 

relief in such cases, - subject-to the right of appeal to the . 

` supreme court by the party aggrieved. > - : 

RAILROADS AND PUBLIO HIGHWAYS; NOT ALLOWED TO DISCRIM- 
. INATE.; EXTORTION DEFINED. 


4287. Tbe track of every railroad, which carries persons 
- or property for hire, isa public highway, over which all 
persons have equal rights of transportation for themselves 
&nd their property, and for passengers, freight and cars, ón 
the payment of reasonable compensation to the railroad for 
such transportation; and if any railroad corporation or 
person managing a railroad shall demand and receive more 
than reasonable compensation for the services rendered in 
iransportation of passengers or freight, or morethan allowed 
by the tariff of rates fixed by the commission, or by such 
person or corporation with its approval, or more than the 
rate speeified in a bill of lading issued by authority of the 
railroad; or if any railroad shall, for its advantage or for 
the advantage of a connecting line, or for that of any per- 
son, locality or corporation, make any discrimination in 
transportation against any person, locality. or corporation, 
unless authorized by the commission, or if any railroad com- 
pany shall charge more for a short haul than for a long one 
under substantially similar circumstances and conditions 
without the sanction of the commission, such person or cor- 
poration, in either case, shail be guilty of extortion, and may 
be punished therefor criminally, besides being liable civilly. 


DAMAGES RECOVERABLE. ` 


4288. The party injured may recover of the person or cor- 
poration guilty of extortion twice the amount of damages sus- 
tained by the overcharge or discrimination, asthe case may be. 


PUNISHMENT FOR EXTORTION. E 


4289. Any railroad which shall commit extortion, in rates 
or by discrimination, as defined herein, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished by a fine’ 
of not less than one hundred dollars; but the railroad can 
not be punished criminally if its tariff of charges shall-have 
been approved by the commission, and if the charged com- 
plained of be not variant from that allowed thereby. 


TARIFF SUBMITTED ; COMMISSION TO FIX RATES. . 


4290. It is the duty of every railroad to furnish tothe com- 
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mission its tariff of charges for transporting passengers and 
freight from point to point within, and from points without 
io points within, and from points within to points without 
the State, and including all joint tariffs with connecting 
lines : and the commission shall revise such of said tariffs, 
as are not subject to the exclusive regulation of Congress, 
and determine whether or not and in what particular any 
of the charges are more than reasonable compensation for 
the services to be rendered, and whether or noi discrimina- 
nation be made improperly against any-person, corporation 
or locality; and it shall require the proper corrections to 
be made; and when the tariffs have been corrected, the com- 
mission shall append to each its certificate ot approval; and 
the commission shall fix and regulate tariffs of charges for 
all railroads which fail to furnish their tariffs as required. 
In revising, fixing and regulating charges for transportation, 
the commission shall take into consideration the character 
and nature of the service to be rendered and the entire bus- 
iness of the railroad. and its earnings. írom all kinds of traf- 
fic, and shall so revise, fix and regulate the charges as to al- 
low reasonable compensation for the services to be rendered.. 
It shall exercise a watchful and careful supervision over the 
tariffs of charges of every railroad, and shall revise the 
same from time to time, as justice to the public and the rail- 
road may. require, and shall increase or reduce any of the 
rates as experience and business operations show to be just. 
In fixing joint tariffs of rates for connecting lines, the eom- 
mission shall determine the proportion to be cbarged by 
each of the railroads. The commission shall regulate and 
fix the rates to be charged on short hauls in excess of what 
may be charged on long hauls, and it shall determine in all 
cases whether the circumstances and conditions be or be not 
substantially similar. 

` The State has the right, as a general proposition, to prescribe the com- 


pensation a railroad shall receive for carrying passengers and freight within 
its borders, Stone v. Yazoo R, R. Co, 62 Miss 607. 


The State may supervise railroads and regulate their charges through a | 


commission. Stone v. Natchez RR Co., 62 Miss., 646. 


OHARGES OF ALL CARRIERS FIXED ; SUPERVISION OF. 
^ D ~ 


4291. The railroad commission may fix the charges of, 
and shall supervise and regulate, all express, telegraph, tele- 
phone and sleeping car companies in the same manner as 
railroads; and. it is the duty of every express, telegraph, 
telephone and sleeping car company to have and maintain 
fixed rates for doing business, which shall,*without discrim- 
ination between persons, corporations or localities, be appli-

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cable under similar circumstances, to all persons alike; to. 
- submit its tariff of charges to the commission for approval, 
and to comply with the orders and regulations of the com- 
mission made in supervising it, in liké manner, and under. 
like penalties against the company, its officers ànd employes, 
as is provided in the case.of railroads;-&üd express, tele- ` 
graph, telephone and sleeping car companies shall be-liable- 
civilly and criminally, for extortion in the same manner as. 
railroads. - l : - 


REBATES AND FREE PASSES UNLAWFUL. 


4292. Itis unlawful for any railroad to make or allow 
any rebate or reduction from ‘the tarifts of charges fixed or- 
approved by the commission, in favor of any person, place 
or corporation, by a change in or deviation from the rates. 
so fixed or approved, unless such change or deviation he ' 
first allowed by the commission; and it is unlawful for any 
railroad to grant free passes, or tickets, or passes or tickets. 
at reduced rates, to any person, or to transport, or suffer- 
any person to be transported free of charge or at reduced 
rates, not applicable to all persons alike ; but this sliall not. 
prevent the transportation frée of charge, or at reduced 
rates, of persons and freight for a scientific, religious. or 
benevolent purpose, or for an industrial exhibition, fair or 
association of a public nature, nor such transportation of 
immigrants, persons traveling with a view of locating immi- 
grants, and indigent and unfortunate persons, nor shall it 
prevent the sale and issuance of.mileage, excursion and 
commutation tíckets, nor the free carriage of the railroad's 
own officers and of persons bona fide in its employment, at a 
salary or regular compensation,.nor the exchange of passes 
or tickets with other railroads for their officers and. ém- 
ployes, nor its free. carriage of the class of persons known 
as railroad employes, of persons injured in railroad acci- 
dents and of the physicians and nurses attendant upon_such 
injured persons, nor the carriage free or at reduced rates of 
the members of the families of officers and employes of the- 
railroad; however, these exceptions are allowed on the con- 
dition that the railroad shall report annually to the commis- 
sion all free passes granted, to whom, and for what reason: 
granted. ; 


. PUNISHMENT FOR MAKING REBATES, AND GRANTING FREE TRANS- 
` PORTATION CONTRARY TO LAW. ' E 


4293. If any railroad shall make any rebate, deduction 


& 
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or allowance in freight. or passenger rates from the rates ap- 

roved or fixed by the commmission, without its consent first 
had, or shall give to any person a free pass or ticket, or trans- 
port him tree of charge, contrary to law, or shall fail to make 
. dué report of free passes granted, such railroad shall in 
either case, be guilty-of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars. 


` TARIFFS AND NOTICES "TO BE POSTED UP, 


4294. 'The commission shall prescribe the manner and 
designate the place of posting the tariffs of charges; and every 
railroad shall post, within ten days after approval, and keep 
posted in the manner and at the place designated by the 
commission, at each of its depots, its tariffs of charges for 
the transportation of passengers and freight, including joint 
tariffs with all connecting lines, if so ordered, together with 
the commission’s certificate of approval and all classification 
notices and orders promulgated by the commission and di- 
rected to be posted. : í 


PENALTY FOR DEFACING POSTED MATTER. 


4295. Any person who shall tear down, deface or mutilate 
the tariffs of charges for transportation of freight or passen- 
gers, classifications, circulars, rules and regulations, posted 
by any railroad in compliance with law, or the rules and 
regulations of the- commission, or who shall erase or alter 
without proper authority the marks on the bulletin board, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upen conviction shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or impris- 
onment in the county jail not exceeding thirty days. 


INFORMATION AND COPIES OF CONTRACTS FURNISHED., 


4296. The commission shall demand and require all proper ` 


information from railroads, express, telegraph, telephone and 
sleeping car companies to enable its members to intelligently 
discharge their duties; and to require the same of all steam- 
boats and other carriers-for statistical purposes to be incor- 
porated in the State census. The railroads and all other 
common carriers shall furnish the commission with all in- 
formation required-relating to the business of each, and the 
management, income, receipts, expenses- and expenditares 
thereof; and with copies of all leases, contracts and agree- 
ments for-transportation with each other. 


» = 
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COMPLAINTS OF SCHEDULES AND TARIFF; WHAT TO OONTAIN; 
NOTICE, HEARING AND DETERMINATION: ' 


4297. The-commission shall docket, hear and determine ' 


all complaints made of any time schedule, or of the tariff of. 
rates, joint or several, made by any railroad, or fixed or ap- 
proved by the commission, on the ground that the same, in 
any respect is, in the case of a time schedule, unnecessarily 
inconvenient for the public, or, in the case of a tariff of rates, 


that the charges are for more than just compensation, or that 


such charges, or any of them, amount to, or operate so as to 
effect unjust discrimination. The complaint must be in 


writing, and specify the grounds of complaint or the items . 


in the tariff against which complaint is: made, and if-it ap- 
pear to the commission that the matter ought to be investi- 
gated, the commission shall forthwith furnish to the railroad 
a copy of the complaint, together with notice of the time 
and place of hearing ; and at the timé and place named, the 
commission shall hear the parties to the controversy, in per- 
son or by counsel, or both, and such evidence as may be 
offered, oral or in writing, and may examine. witnesses on 
oath conforming to the mode of proceedings, as nearly as 
may be convenient, to that pursued by arbitrators, giving 
such time and latitude to each side, and regulating the open- 
ing and closing-of any argument as the commission may 
consider best adapted to arrive at ihe truth, and when the 
hearing is concluded the commission shall give notice of any 
charge deemed. proper by it to be made, to the railroad, and 
require compliance with its order. 


CARS DELIVERED TO CONNECTING LINER. 


' 4298. Every railroad is required at its termini, and at other 
convenient intermediate points, to switch off and deliver to 
a connecting line, having the same gü»ge, all cars passing 
over its line or any part thereof, and containing freight con- 
signed to any point along or beyond such connecting line; 
and any failure to do so, with reasonable diligence, accord- 
. ing to the route by which such freight is consigned, shall be 
deemed and taken as a conversion in law of such freight, 
and shall give a right of action.to the carrier, owner or con- 


signee for the value of the same, with interest, and not less . 


than ten per centum nor more than twenty-five per centum 
for expenses and damages. And the commission may make 
all proper orders to enforce this section and exact compli- 
ance with it. 


BILL OF LADING CONCLUSIVE OF RECEIPT OF GOODS. 
4299. Every bill of lading or other instrument in the 
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nature or stead thereof, acknowledging the receipt of prop- 
erty for transportation, shall be conclusive evidence in the 
hands of a bona fide holder for value, whether by assignment, 
pledge or otherwise, as against the person or corporation 
issuing the same, that the property had been so received. 


BANK TO RETAIN MONEY COLLECTED ON BILL OF LADING. 


- 4800. A bank or other person collecting a draft with a bill 

oflading attached shall retain the money so collected for 
the space of twenty-four hours after the delivery of the 
goods. 


LIABILITY OF THE LAST OF SEVERAL CARRIERS. 
+ 4301. If a common carrier receive freight for further trans- 


portation and delivery within this State from another carrier 
on any contract, express or implied, for continuous carriage, 


and it arrive at the place of delivery in a broken or damaged . 


condition, or some part thereof be lost or destroyed, it is the 
duty of the last carrier to obtain and furnish to the consignee 
or other person interested, on demand, true copies of all no- 
tations, exceptions, records and memoranda entered on the 
books of each carrier touching the receipt, transfers and 
handling of the freight while in transit, and if such last car- 
rier shall not so furnish the same within thirty days after 
demand, it shall be presumed to have caused such damage, 
loss or destruction; but in case of damage, loss or destruc- 
tion of perishable goods, by reason of their nature, and of 
damage not discoverable by outward inspection, proof there- 
of shall be admissible. 


NECESSARY DEPOTS TO BE MAINTAINED. 


4802. Every railroad shall establish and maintain such 
depots as shall be. reasonably necessary for the public con- 
venience, and sball stop such of the passenger and freight 


trains at ang depot as the business and publie convenience: 


shall require; and the commission may require all passenger 
trains to permit passengers to get on and off in a city at any 
place other than at the depot where it is for the convenience 
of the traveling public; and it shall be unlawful for any 
railroad to abolish or disuse any depot when once estab- 
lished, or to fail to keep up the same and to regularly stop 
the trains thereat, without the consent of the commission. 


REGULATIONS FOR PASSENGER DEPOTS. 


4308. The commission shall ostablish such rules and regu- 


r 
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lations for the arrangement and management ‘of passenger 
depots as will secure the comfort of passengers, and it shall 
cause & copy thereof to be posted in each passenger depot or 
reception room. 


BULLETIN BOARDS. 


4304. It is the duty óf every. EE to D kel conspicu- 
ously placed, as the commission shall, direct, and of the form 
and size prescribed by it, at each. reception Zoom or depot, 
a bulletin board, which ghall show the time of arrival and . 
departure of trains, and, when any passenger train or other 
irain for transporting passengers is delayed, notice of the 
delay shall be made on the bulletin board as soon as the de- - 
lay is ascertained, for the information of the passengers, 
stating, as near as can be ascertained, the extent.of the de-, y 
lay, and when the first, or any subsequently noted time of 
delay shall have passed further noticé of the delay shall be 
entered, and if any railroad shall fail to keep the bulletin 
board required, and of the form and size prescribed, and 
placed as directed, or shall fail to have. noted thereon the 
Íacts required, such railroad shall forfeit the. sum of fifty 
dollars for each failure or each day's failure in any such 
particular. DE

COMMISSION TO VISIT STATIONS, ETC.- 


4305. The commission shall, from time to time, as s far 88 
practicable, visit all stations on the various lines of railroad 
and investigate the manner in which the bulletin boards are 
posted and kept, how reception rooms are arranged and kept, 
how rates for freight and passengers are posted and such. 
other things as it may deem proper to investigate; and it 
shall take notice of every neglect or failure by a railroad 
company to comply with the law and the. rules, orders and 
regulations of the commission and to enforce a strict observ- 
ance thereof. 


SUFFICIENT PASSENGEK CARS TO BE PROVIDED. * 


4306. Every railroad shall farnish a sufficient number of 
passenger. cars to comfortably accommodate and seat its pas- |. 
sengers, and if any railroad shail fail to do so, the commis- 
sion shall entertain the petition of any person cognizant of 
the facts. When the petition is filed the railroad shall be 
duly notified thereof, and, after investigating the case, the 
commission shall make and certify. to the railroad such. 
orders as to the number and character of passenger coaches 
necessary for the public convenience, as the commission ` 
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shall deem proper; and, in any proceeding concerning the 
matter, such order of the commission shall be deemed prima 
facie reasonable and proper. 


NOTICE OF. ACCIDENTS. 


4307.-It is the duty of the conductor and engineer, or one 
of them, of any railroad train to which an accident has hap- 
pened, attended with delay or serious personal injury, to im- 
mediately telegraph the same to the clerk of the railroad 
commission, at the capitol, or, if they be not at a telegraph 
office when‘such accident occurs, as soon thereafter as they 
can reach such office; and it shall be the duty of the superin- 
tendent of every’ railroad whose train has suffered any such 
accident, within five days thereafter, to report in writing to 
the railroad commission the full particulars thereof, giving 
the names of the persons killed or injured, if known, and 
amount and character of property .destroyed, together with 
the cause of the accident. It is the duty of the railroad to 
require such duties to be performed;-and if any railroad 
whose train has suffered any such accident, shall fail to cause 
its conductor, engineer and superintendent to perform such 
duties, it shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be pun- 
ished, on conviction, by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars. : 


COMMISSIONS TO VISIT SCENE OF ACCIDENT. 


4308. One or more.of the commissioners shall visit prompt- 
ly the scene of every accident to a railroad train, ac- 
companied ‘by death or serious bodily injury to a human 
being, and inquireinto the facts and circumstances and make 
a proper report thereof, to be recorded in the minutes and 
embraced in the annual report, with proper reference to the 
report of the superintendent. 


LOCATION OF STATION HOUBES. 

4309. The commission may designate the site or location 
of any new building or station house which may be ordered 
erected, in cases where the site selected by the railroad’s 
officials is inconvenieht or inaccessible; but every depot 
must be located with due regard to the interest of the rail- 
road and public convenience. . 


UNION PASSENGER DEPOTS. 


4810. The commission, whenever the public convenience 
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may require it, shall cause union passenger depos and trans- 
fer stations to be erected ; and may designate the dimensions 
and sites thereof, and, if the several railroads concerned can 
not agree therein, may fix the proportion to be EE 
by each. 


: INSUFFICIENT DEPOT HACILEPIES. 


4311. The commission may require every railroad to pro- 
vide sufficient depot, storage and platform facilities; 3 and 
shall hear all complaints that may be presented in writing, - 
as to insufficient depot, storage or platform facilities for 
freight, and shall make such order thereon to secure the 
same as the facts and the public convenience may warrant. 


TO INSPECT DEPOTS ; RECEPTION ROOMS, 


4312. It is the duty of the commissioners to inspect the 
depots of all railroads, from time to time, and of the com- 
mission to require comfortable and suitable reception rooms 
for passengers, separate forthe races, and, if it deem proper, 
for the sexes; and it mayerequire such additions to or alter- 
ations in passenger depots-of station houses as may be nec- 
essary in its judgment t ecure ample, comfortable and 
suitable accommodations for all passengers. And any rail- 
road failing to provide such reception rooms, or tó make 
the alterations or additions required, within the time pre ` 
scribed by the conimission, shall forfeit the sum of fifty dol- 
lars for each day of such failure.

. HOW ROOMS TO BE KEPT OPEN, ETO. 


4313. Every railroad shall keep rooms open for.the recep- 
tion of passengers at all passenger stations at least one hour 
before the arrival, and one-half hour after the departure 
of passenger trains ; ; and ali reception rooms shall be made 
comfortable and shall be kept in a cleanly and decent con- 
dition, and properly heated when necessary, and properly 
lighted at night. The agent or person in charge shall pre- 
Serve order, and if necessary, eject any person whose con- 
‘duct is boisterous or offensive. 


GATES ACROSS THOROUGHFARES. ` 


4314. It is the duty of a railroad, whose track crosses a 
thoroughfare, whenever the commission shall declare the 
safety of the public to require it, and shall so order, to main- 
tain a gate at the crossing thereof, sud to close it during the 
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passage of its engines and cars, and only for a sufficient 
length of time for that purpose. The commission may pre- 
scribe the materfals, dimensions and mode of operation of 
such gates. ; 
INSECURE BRIDGES EXAMINED, ETC. 


4815. Tt is the duty of the commission, upon complaint by . 


petition, or-whenever they may have. knowledge otherwise 
of any insecure bridge, trestle, tunnel or road-bed, to inspect 
the same, and if necessary, procure the services of a compe- 
tent engineer to examine the same, and after giving notice 
to the railroad may declare such bridge, trestle, tunnel or 
road-bed unsafe and make"such recommendations to the rail- 
road relative thereto as itrmay deem proper, and after such 
bridge, trestle, tunnel or road-bed be declared to be, in the 
judgment of the commission unsafe, and the same be not 
made safe, and any accedent occur, arising out of such unsafe 
condition, then the, finding of the commission shall be prima 
facie evidence in any suit for damages against the railroad 
of culpable negligence and will justify punitive damages. 
The cost of examination by a competent engineer shall be 
paid as the expenses of the commission are paid, after the 
allowance of the same by the commission. 


INSPECTION OF ROAD BEDS, ETO. 


4316. The commission, through its several members, shall 
inspect every railroad whenever it shall deem the same 


necessary ; and it must inspect all the railroads once in each, 


year, and the results must be entered upon the minutes of 
the commission and embraced in its reports, and must em- 
brace.information as to the condition of the road-bed, bridges, 
trestles, rolling stock and depots, with such other as the 
commission may deem proper. "Whenever the commission 
shall find any road-bed, trestle, bridge, tunnel, switch or any 
part of a railroad track, or any rolling stock in actual use; 
in an unsafe condition, it'shall direct the railroad company 
to make the necessary-repairs. 


AUTOMATIC COUPLEBS. 

- 4817. The railroad commission shall recommend to the 
several railroads the adoption of uniform automatic car 
couplers; and when any such appliances shall have been 

required by Congress to be used in interstate commerce, the 
` commission is authorized to require railroads in this State 
to comply with the requirements, as concerns domestic com- 
merce, within a reasonable time. 
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CLASSIFICATION OF FREIGHT, 


4318. Every railroad ought to use the same classification _ 
of freight, and as far as practicable, the railroad commis- - 
sion shall require them to do so, &nd to conform the classifi- 
cation to that in use in interstate commerce, when practicable. 


FREE TRANSPORTATION OF. COMMISSIONERS. 


4319, It is the duty of all railroads to transport each of’ 
the commissioners when traveling on official business free of 
charge and to afford them all proper facilities; and also to 
transport each of them and the secretary of the commission 
free of charge at all other times when traveling in the dis- 
charge of any duty required by law or enjoined by the com-' 
mission ; but it is unlawful forthe commission to accept free 
transportation except as above provided; and any commis- 
sioner, or the secretary of the commission, if he accepts free 
transportation for himself or any one else, or if he in any 
manner evade the payment of full fare for transportation on 
any railroad, or any train, except when traveling on official 
business in the discharge of official duty he shall be subject 
to the punishment prescribed in the second section of this 
chapter.

The returns shall be according to 
forms prescribed by the commission. ami 


ANNUAL REPORTS OF RAILROADS. 


4821. It is the duty of every railroad to make a réport to 
the commission, on blanks to be furnished by it; up to and 
including the thirtieth day of June of each year, within’ 
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sixty days after that date, and to report therein fully as to 
all matters required by the commission. The report shall 
give the name of each person transported free of charge and 
the consideration of such free transportation and the num- 
ber of miles traveled. 


AFFIDAVIT TO REPORTS AND RETURNS. 


_ 4322. The annual reports and quarterly returns shall be 
sworn to by one or more officers of the railroad, or of the 
persons operating it, who has knowledge of their truth, and 
any person knowingly swearing falsely to any statement in 
any of said annual reports or quarterly returns shall be 
guilty of perjury. 


PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO MAKE REPORTS AND RETURNS. 


4323. If any railroad shail fail or refuse to make any an- 
nual report or quarterly return, within the time prescribed, 
or to report or return fully in the manner required, shall 
forfeit the sum of fifty dollars for each day's delay, to be 
recovered in an action to be instituted by the commission. 


EXPRESS, TELEGRAPH, TELEPHONE AND SLEEPING CAR COMPANIES ; 
. TO MAKE RETURNS AND REPORT. 

4324, Every express, telegraph, telephone and sleeping 
car company doing business in or through this State, shall 
make the like returns and reports as are required of rail- 
roads, of the like dates and within time prescribed for rail- 
roads, and on the forms prescribed by the commission, and 
under the like penalty on their several parts and on the 
parts of their officers, and shall, moreover, by any failure to 
comply with the law and the reasonable requirements of the 
railroad commission, forfeit its right to do business in this

THE COMMISSION TO REGULATE THEM.

4329, D any railroad or other common carrier shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this chapter, or shall fail to do 
and perform any duty imposed by law, or shall fail to com- 
ply with any lawful order of the commission or to conform 
to any of its reasonable rules and regulations, or shall de- 
mand or receive a greater sum for the transportation and 
handling of any passenger or freight than authorized by 
law or the commission, it shall be liable to a penalty of five

its transportation facilities, and embrace such suggestions as
